Status 

Claims 19-20 and 35-48 remain pending. 

Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 19-20 and 35-48 are allowed over the prior art record. 

1. The following is an Examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

2. The closest prior art of record Ward (US Patent 4,636,947) teaches a system for ATM 
scheduling. HP reliable transaction router teaches fault tolerance transactions. OKI electric (JP 
2000029968) teaches a method for monitoring ATMS usage. 

What they fail to teach or suggest: 

A. determining through operation of the at least one processor that the first 
transaction function device is not available to carry out the first transaction function 

function storing in the at least one data store through operation of the at least one 
processor data specifying at least one second capability associated with a plurality of 

transaction function devices; selecting through operation of the at least one processor a 
second transaction function device responsive to the first rule and the data specifying the at 
least one second capability and performing responsive to the selection in the first transaction 
function with the automated banking machine through operation of from second transaction 
function device. 

This distinct feature renders claim 19 allowable. 

Claim 20 is dependant upon claim 19 and have all of the limitations of claim 19 and is 
allowable for the same reasons. 



B. through operation of at least one processor, storing a plurality of rules for the 
automated transaction machine, wherein the rules correspond to at least one sequence of a 
plurality of transaction function devices in operative connectionwith the automated transaction 
machine each of which transaction function devices is capable of carrying out a substantially 
equivalent first transaction function 

This distinct feature renders claim 35 allowable. 

Claims 36-45 are dependant upon claim 35 and have all of the limitations of claim 35 and 
are allowable for the same reasons.

selecting through operation of the at least one processor a second transaction function 
device responsive to the at least one of the rules and the data specifying the at least one 
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capability; and performing responsive to the in the first transaction function with the automated 
baulking machine through operation of the second transaction function device 

This distinct feature renders claims 46-48 allowable.
